“That's correct; and it is not right 
to expect me to commit a sin any 
more than her.” 

“Quite true,” said the priest, “it is 
never right to expect any one to com- 
mit a sin.

MARY—THE IMMACULATE, 

“We cannot bear too reverend a regard to the 
Mother of Our Lerd, so long as we give her not that 
worship which is due to the Lord Himself.”—De. 
Pearson (Prot.) in “Exposit of Creed,” p. 178. 

This expresses exactly the Catholic teaching, with 
reference to Mary. : 

Nothing is more difficult to explain than the Prot- 

estant attitude toward the Mother of the Redeemer. 
We have met people who entertain real contempt for 
Mary, though they pretend to be Bible Christians. 
The careful reader of the Scriptures will note that 
the Almighty had her in mind and spoke of her im- 
mediately after the Fall of our First Parents. The 
Christian writers of the early centuries are agreed 
that the following words are a correct rendition of 
Genesis, III, 15: “She shall crush thy head (i. e., by 
her seed) and thou shalt lie in wait for her heel.” Cen- 
turies before Mary made her appearance in the world 
she is made the subject of prophecy. “Hear ye now, 
O House of David! Therefore the Lord God Himself 
shall give a sign; Behold a virgin shall conceive and 
bear a son, and His name shall be called Emmanuel” 
(Isaiah, VII, 14). How can so many of our separated 
brethren say she was only an ordinary woman? In 
‘Luke I, 26, we read of the fulfillment of the two 
prophecies quoted above. 
hen the proper time came, God Himself sent a 
special embassy from Heaven to Mary’s humble home 
at Nazareth—an incident which has no parallel in all 
history. In the name of the Almighty the Archangel 
Gabriel greets her, honors her, and tells her of the 
high favor in which she is held by her Creator. “Hail, 
full of grace, the Lord . with thee, blessed art thou 
among women’ (Luke I, 28). Heaven styles her 
“blessed among women’, while many non- Catholic 
Christians say she was “only an ordinary woman.’ 

We are aware that the Protestant version of the 
Bible has substituted the words “Thou art highly 
favored” for ‘full of grace”; but this is a corruption 
of the text, and the corruption is made for the sole 
purpose of lowering Marys dignity. This is evident 
from tne frequent alterations of Luke I, 28, in several 
ecilions of the Protestant Bible. In the edition of 
1562, the words are translated, “Hail, thou art freely 
beloved”; in that of 1579, they are changed into, “Hail, 
thou that art in high favor’: and in 1637 the substitu- 
tion is “Hail thou that art highly favored.” If ulcero- 
sus (elkomenos), as Besa translates it, is rendered 
“full of sores”, why should not gratiosa (kecharito- 
mene) mean “full of grace’? St. Chrysostom, who 
knew Greek well, says (Comment. in Ep. 1) that the 
Greek word in 5 means “to make gracious and 
acceptable.” . Athanasius, a Doctor of the Greek 
Church, ids * that our Blessed Lady had this title, 
Sackeeicaaene’ the Holy Ghost descended 
into her, filling bes with all graces and virtues.” St. 
Jerome, the most learned exegete that ever lived, 
uses gratia plena, “full of gr ace’, and adds that the 
Blessed Virgin was thus addressed, because she con- 
ceived Him, in whom all fullness of the Deity dwelt 
corporaily’ (Hieron, in Expos, Psal. XLIV). But even 
the Protestant rendition is answer sufficient to those 
who hold that Ma ry deserves no distinct honor. 

Origen, who is admitted by all to have been a 
Greek scholar of re hrst class, wrote: “But because 
the Angel saluted Mary with a new word, which 1 
have not heen “ to find in the whole Seripture, |] 
must say a oe -on the subject; for | do not re me mber 
to have read : hywhnere eise In the Scriptures th at he 
said, ‘Hail, f full of grace’, which in the Greek is, ex- 
pressed by Kecharitomene, nor is any such word ad- 
dressed to any man: ‘Hail, full of grace’, is a saluta- 
tion addressed to Mary alone.” 

Origen lived fourteen hundred years ago, but he 
gives the very translation of the present Catholic 
Testament, and draws from every word, slain 
preted by Protestants, an evident and strong proof 
that Mary was privileged beyond every other per- 
sonage, even by the manner in which the angel ad- 
dressed her. 

Follow Luke further: “The Holy Ghost. shall 
come upon thee, and the power of the Most High shall 
overshadow thee; and therefore also the Holy, which 
shall be born of thee, shall be called the Son of Ged” 
(VY. 35). Is she, whose son is the Son of God, upon 
Shien, the Holy Ghost thus descended, who was pre- 
pared by the Most High for her exalted calling, only 
an ordinary woman? Twice St. Luke calls her 

virgin, yet she is a mother. There has never been an- 
other such instance, yet the prejudiced says she was

THE WINNOWING FAN OF GOD. 


There is a picture by Tissot of a street in an old, neglected corner of 
a Judean village. The hour is towards nightfall, On one of the broad, 
flat housetops, in the foreground, is visible the figure of a man. He is 
leaning against the wind, which at that height is blowing strong and free, 
unbroken by wall or tree. In his hand is a winnowing shovel, or i * 
as our English Scripture version calls it, 

Against the sweeping wind he casts the wheat that lies piled at his 
feet. The chaff floats off into the gathering dusk, but the grain falls 
gleaming to his side, where it will carefully be gathered up and garnered 
in his barn. 

Such a figure the great Precurser of our Lord had in mind when, at 
the opening of Christ’s public ministry, he referred to Him in those words 
which the Advent season forcibly recalls to mind.
